“It seems municipal insurance is 
going to go the same way as mal - 
practice insurance. Premiums may 
double,”’ City Attorney Donald 
Maroney told the City Council at a 
recent meeting. 

“We've noticed in this city the 
suits are coming in right and left. 
And juries are beginning to think the 
public has a bottomless pocket,’ he 
said. 

Maroney said legislative decisions 
also are increasing the cities’ costs. 
“Legislators are imposing a burden 
on the cities as a whole while think- 
ing they’re helping the individual,” 
he noted. 

Upland Mayor Abner Haldeman 
stated that such laws affect every 
citizen through the city budget. In- 
creased insurance and other costs 
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become part of the cost of city 
government, he said. 

Maroney said the city, staff can 
make the-city as ‘‘fool proof’ as 
possible for negligence. ‘‘But 
beyond that there’s not much we can 
do.”’ he added. 

To become negligence proof the 
city would have to check that all 
sidewalks are completely level and 
that intersection signs and signals 
are not blocked by trees, Maroney 
said. 

‘‘We would have to put on four or 
five more people at $10,000-$15,000 
each to police that kind of thing,” he 
commented. 

“Tt is getting to be almost routine 
to have the city to be a party in an 
intersection accident,’ he noted. A 
man who drove off a marked 
deadend street into a field sued the 


city for not having more warning of 
the deadend. Maroney said streets 
such as Mountain Avenue that 
narrow and widen are a particular 
problem. 

The city recently received a 
$150,000 claim stating the city was 
responsible for a collision at the 
intersection of 18th Street and 
Euclid Avenue. 

According to the claim the city 
caused or allowed a dangerous 
condition created by trees and 
bushes which interfere with 
visability in the intersection. 

‘‘We’ll expect this from here on. 
We're going to get sued anytime 
someone has an intersectional 
accident,’’ Maroney said. The claim 
was referred to the city’s insurance 
carrier for investigation. 

He said suits against the city have 


risen 25-50 per cent in the last year. 
Although the city is experiencing 
more suits, Maroney said the 
amounts requested in damages 
haven’t increased very much. 


Maroney said the legislative 
changes are good for individual 
citizens or special interest groups, 
but they ‘‘don’t serve the needs of 
the citizens as a whole.” 


The requirement that cities notify 
all interested parties before making 
any decision is one example of ex- 
pensive legislation that ahmnost pass- 
ed, Maroney said. 


“T think it’s laudable to get notice 
to people but costs across the state 
would be phenomenal, aside from 
wasting all kinds of paper,’’ he add- 
ed.

Upland’s past recalled 


Chaffey College Creative 
Expression Class 

Walter Mertz of California Villa is 
an expert in growing cirtus trees. 
He and his wife Louise have 
witnessed the development of the 
valley, almost since the turn of the 
century. 

This region was originally settled 
by Canadian farmers from Ontario, 
Canada, and also Australia. Mrs. 
‘Mertz recalls family picnics 
beneath the grove of trees where the 
Sycamore Inn now stands. 

During World War I Mertz 


“managed Liberty Grove in Upland, 


comprised of 15-20 privately owned 
groves that totaled approximately 





800 acres. Wives of servicemen 
away at war entrusted the care of 
their citrus trees to his knowledge 
and experience. 

Mertz acquired his ‘green 
thumb’ at Riverside College and 
later became an associate 
professor. 
experiments on fertilizing methods 
and pest control. 

In 1921 Mertz planted his own 
grove in Upland. He removed 6,000 
tons of rock before he could begin 
planting. The rocks were dumped 
west of the cleared area to form a 
barrier that protected the grove 
from flooding.

Indian pottery exhibit 
set at Chaffey College 


Southwest Indian pottery is 
featured in the Rex W. Wignall 
Museum-Gallery exhibit at Chaffey 
College through July 3. ‘‘Portrait of 
the Earth: Art of the Pueblo 
Potter’ includes contemporary and 
historic pieces presented against a 
background of mural photographs 
by Edward Curtis. An illustrated 
catalog is available at the exhibit. 

The oldest pot in the show, from 
Sikyatki on the Hopi mesas, dates 
from 1375-1625 A.D. It is the 
forerunner of the famous pieces by 
Nampeyo. Examples of work by 
Nampeyo’s daughters and 
granddaughters also are included. 

Many of the pots from the earlier 
1900s, selected for their aesthetic 
beauty, are anonymous since 
signatures are a recent innovation. 

The exhibit includes classic water 
jugs from Zuni, sculptured figures 
from Cochiti and a black melon bowl 
from Santa Clara. A touch of humor 
appears occasionally in pieces such 
as the Zuni dish with a deer design 
or the large Zuni pot decorated with 
butterflies, polliwogs, and three

The influence of prehistoric 
design can be seen in several of the 
Hopi pots, and San Ildefonso and 
Acoma decorations show the 
influence of ancient Mimbrea 
designs.

Walter said. There is little danger of 
root rot when the drainage is 
satisfactory. 

During the Depression, the 
Mertzes had better luck than most 
since they were members of 
California Fruit Growers Exchange.

The Mertz’ house was located in 
the grove, and they recall the 
beautiful view from their windows 
as the smudge pots were lit, 
appearing as tiny candles glowing in 
the darkness. The soot from burning 
fuel oil in the smudge pots was 
impossible to keep out of the house 
Louise said. 

Mertz said an orange tree can live 
to be 80 years old. The life span of 
most of the local trees averages 50 
years because they are planted so 
close together, he noted. 

March and April were the best 
months in the grove because of the 
fragrance of orange and lemon 
blossoms. Mr. and Mrs. Mertz said 
they can easily distinguish the 
difference between orange, lemon 
and lime groves by the fragrance ot 
their blossoms alone.

laws that require a guardian to 
make a strict accounting and to re- 
quest court authorization for even 
routine expenditures. 


The laws take care of the one un- 
usual case in 100. They are made as 
if ‘Simon Legree were the guardian 
of Little Nell,’”’ Maroney com- 
mented. 


In most situations the guardian is 
concerned only with the best in- 
terests of the child. The laws impose 
the duty of accounting and the added 
cost of court visits, ‘‘an expense that 
could be dispensed with,” he said. 


Other legislation requires the city 
to pay lawyer fees for ‘‘public- 
spirited citizens who point problems 
out to the city,’’ Maroney said. 

New legislation also would re-

quire the city to pay lawyer fees for 
all property owners who wanted to 
contest condemnation of their land 
or who disagreed with the condem- 
nation price. 


Although guaranteeing lawyers’ 
fees may benefit the legal profes- 
sion, Maroney said he is against the 
practice. ‘‘I try to have two hats 
because I’m also a taxpayer.” he 
noted. 


Upland’s insurance premiums 
haven't increased very much but 
Maroney expects continued 
increases. Some cities have 
experienced ‘‘vast increases,” but 
Upland’s insurance record has been 
good so rates are cheaper. So far the 
city has been very lucky, he 
concluded.
